The committee is composed 
of G. C. Borcherding, F. J. Vos3, 0. 
O. Swads, T. S. Blish, T M Honan 
and E. P. Eisner 
It was stated by some members of 
Hie committee that in their opinion 
the county commissioners could re­ 
award the contracts on the original 
estimates and that the Boone com­ 
pany would be held responsible for 
any difference in cost.

mated that the bid of the original 
• contractors 
was about 
$13,000 a 
mile for concrete highways, and that 
the cost ut this time wilt be about 
$20,000 for concrete and probably 
$22,000 a mile for brick.

Otto Ebbert Pleads Guilty to Selling 
Local Man Hominy Meal With­ 
out Necessary Tag.

Otto Fbbert of North Vernon, was

meal 
to Charles Vogel, local grain dealer, 
which did not

the proper 
tags on the sacks showing that it 
had been inspected by a state food 
inspector. 
Upon receipt of the stock 
food Mr. Vogel immediately notified 
Mr. Ebbert, who was acting as agent 
for an Illinois firm, th a t the proper 
tags did not accompany the ship­ 
ment. 
He was 
informed 
that the 
tags would be sent immediately and 
unloaded the car. 
Before the tags 
arrived Mr. Vogel had several u r­ 
gent demands for the hominy meal 
from his 
customers 
and 
allowed 
some to take the product. 
As a re­ 
sult 
a 
food 
inspector happened 
along and filed charges against the 
local man wha in return preferred 
charges against Ebbert from whom 
lie purchased the meal. 
Following the plea of guilty to the 
charge by Mr. Ebbert, Judge Cox dis­ 
missed the case against Mr. Vogel. 
The tags arrived here shortly after 
the charges were filed b t the inspec­ 
tor.

Crothersville road, about s ii blocks. 
If the improvements are made no 
town in Indiana of the size of Croth­ 
ersville will have an equal mileage of 
hard surfaced streets. It is said that 
the bids were rejected^because they 
wrere regarded as being too high and 
also becasse some of the business 
men desire brick in the business dis­ 
tricts.

twenty states 
and the District 
of 
Columbia come under this classifica­ 
tion.

war officials 
often 
asked for statistics of this sort, but 
fewr were available. 
Complete birth 
records in 
years past would 
have 
made possible the detection of sev­ 
eral 
thousand slackers, 
who being 
near,the age limits escaped service 
by false statements as to their ages, 
it is stated by the provost marshal 
general’s office.
